Two, and perhaps more, of 
the victims in whom the breath of life 
is still feebly held, are apparently be- 
yond the aid of human skill, and there 
is a possibility that yet others may 
succumb to the awful hurts and burns 
received in that excruciating hour. 

Martines today had the horror of the 
wreck thrust upon it in most ghastly 
form. Twelve mangled, scalded and 
swollen bodies are on as many slabs 
at the morgue and present a grewsome 
spectacle. Large contusions appear on 
many of the bodies, and the gaping 
holes crushed in the heads show that 
death came mercifully and quickly in 
these cases to swiftly terminate suffer- 
ing. ; 

All day, Coroner Curry: has ‘had a 
force. of attendants searching the 
bodies and putting them in condition 
for shipment. Parents and other rela- 
tives of some of the victims arrived 
today, and when fearful forebodings 
became agonizing realization of loss 
there were pitiful scenes. 

Information was received tonight 
from San Francisco that three of the 
victims sent from here today had died 
on the way to the railroad hospital, 
and that two others had expired after 
being received into that tnstitution. 

The Coroner wiii tomorrow impanel 
a jury, which will view the bodies and 
at a later day take testimony regard- 
ing the details and ‘origin of the col- 
lision. The dead are as follows: 

ELIZABETH LILLIAN SMITH of 
Fresno, aged 38, the wife of George H. 
Smith. The corpse was identified by 
her husband and will be shipped home 


W. M. Moore, @ fruit merchant of San 
José, who was in the neighborhood on 
business. At the time of the collision, 
Moore was on a wagon road near the 
station at Byron. Across the open field 
lying between him and the railroad 
tracks he had a clear view of the local 
and the station. He says that he saw 
a man swinging a lantern on the track, 
and there was just about the distance 
of two telegraph poles between the lan- 
tern and the headlight of the fast- 
moving engine. Taking Moore's state- 
ment as correct, there was a very lim- 
ited distance in which the flyer could 
be stopped.

She immediately 
became hysterical, and Mr. Rowell and 
myself had to carry her out of the car, 
where everything was confusion. Sev- 
eral successive jars occurred, the lights 
went out, glass was crashing all about 
us. the chandeliers toppled down, and 
the crowd was almost panic-stricken. 
AS soon aS We got her out we carried 
her forward and put her into 4 Car, 
where she was taken care of. 

“We then ran back to the qsno 
car, and there was.a scene of the t 
terrible description. There were groans 
and shrieks of awful agony, and. the 
evidences of suffering were heartbreak- 
ing. Men were begging, appealing, 
swearing. And everything wes in ut- 
ter darkness. A fence was torn down 
and fires were started to give light. 
Men were seen sticking out of win- 
dows with their limbs caught in the 
mass of wreckage. Some had doubt- 
less met instantaneous death, while 
others were horribly scaided and im- 


paled in the débris. On one side of the |

car the people seemed to be mostly 
scalded, while on the other side they 
were crushed. Among those penned up 
there were no slight injuries. Ali were 
either killed outright or seriously hurt. 
“We immediately began the work

I did not recognize him, 
and understood him to say his name 
was Olsen. He managed to say that 
he thought he was pretty badly hurt. 
I immediately called 
Dr. Davidson to him, but he could not 
wait to see whether anything could 
be done for him. Afterward I learned 
that he was Clarence Oluffs, and that 
he had expired. | 
“The plight of the Vernons—father 
and son—was particularly harrowing. 
The father’s body was sticking out of 
the car window, and he was 
to be rescued quickly, as he a he 
was crushing his son underneath. We 
him out as quickly as possi- 
bie, and then freed the boy from the 
mass of splintered wood and twisted 
iron. The boy was badly burned. The 
father’s leg was broken.” 


In | ussing the cause of the ac- 
cident, Short, said he gnderstood that 
the trains had each le8€- Brentwood 
at the proper time, but the “Owl” was 
losing time. He did not think the 
period between the stopping of the 
“Owl” and the crash wag more than 
three minutes. The man who. went 
back to give the signal, he said, could 
hardly have had time to stop. the 
Fiyer before it was on the “Owl.” 
However, Short explained that he did 
not have a very distinct idea of time. 
The Flyer. he said, must have come 
onto the Fresno coach at nearly full 
speed. The brakes, possibly, had just 
been set. How the engineer and fire- 
men were not killed through the crash- 
ing of the trains is a mystery; they 
both must have lain down. It was a 
complete telescoping. The trucks of 
the Fresno coach were forced forward 
under the diner, and the wheels of 
the engine remained on the track sup- 
porting the coach. The engine was 
completely covered by the shell of the 
coach, and that anybody escaped alive 
from the trap is a mystery. The fen- 
der of the engine tore into the rear of 
the dining car, injuring those in the 
kitchen.

JN FINLAND. 


Worst That Has Been Known 
in Fijly Years.

Abcut Two Hundred Pavishes 
Nearly Destilu e. 


Unripe Rye and Barley Used for 
Beead Which Even the 
Horses Reject.

ST. PETE &G, Dee. 21.-—L by At- 
lantie Cable.) The average grain crop 
gathered in Finland is valued at $39,- 
(00,000. The estimated value of the 1902 
crop js $20,000,060. While this loss is gen- 
erally distributed through Finland, it Is 
almost. total in the northern third of 
the country, where are the provinces 
of Jlleaborg, Kuopio, Vasa, St. Michael 
and portions of Viborg. Peas and beans 
generally have failed, and the potato 
crop has not been gathered; the hay 
has rotted, or been swept away by 


spring, the nearly continuous chilly 
| rains, and the early frost, which was 
recorded August 10. In the north there 
has been only half a dozen days when 
it did not rain. The rains also spotted 
the fishing. So compieie was the fail- 
ure of vegetation that dead birds by 
the hundreds have been found in the 
forests. 

The present crop faflure is the worst 
that has been experienced for the last 
fifty years. it if hoped, however, that 
better methods eof cemmnication wil: 
acilitate the work of reHef and avotd 
wholesale deaths by hunger and typhus. 

There are, all teld, about 500 parishes 
in Finland; 104 of these parishes are 
now neariy destitute. The Agricuiturai 


the 194 parishes, showing that iv6 have 
food supplies which wiil suffice them 
untii Christinas only. The upripe rye 
and barley which the people are forced 
to use makes a bitter bread, whch even 
the hungry horses refuse io eat 

In some parts of the country bread Is 
baked from barley husks and straw, 
mixed wtih alittle flour, and .is pur- 


hoarded savings. Such pread contains 
very litle nourishment, and is extremely 
unwholesome. The peasants heve 
percded ali their money for flour, con- 
sequently are unable to buy clothin::. 
The danger of famine was realized 
early by the public. Count Robriokof, 
(iovernor-General of Finland, 
issued an appeal for heip in Russia, 
and a voluntary relief committee has 
been organized by the Finlenders, 
with branches throughout the coun- 
try. The Angio-American church 
j here is uffiliated with this committee. 
The Senate has decided to construct 
public works, at an expenditure of 
$305,000, and has alloted $500,000 for the 
purchase of grain, which pill be sold 
to the people at cost, while $75,000 will 
be used to encowrare cottage indus- 
tries. The provinces and cities of Fin- 
land have voted various sums for re- 
lief work, amounting in all to $500,000. 
The voluntary relief committee ~*has 
received $125,000, but it is understood 
that all this sum has been already ex- 
pended. 
Pastor Kilborn of St. Petersburg has 
just returned from a sledge journey 
through Kuopio province.

totally destitute. It is estimated that 
490,000 will be without food after 
Christmas.

cally impossible to secure public trans- 
port during certain hours of the. day. 
This forces many, in fact. ali Who can 
afford it, to purchase and maintain pri- 
vate vehicles for use in going to and re- 
turning from their regular duties, and 
the number of such vehicles is believed 
to be almost as great as the number of 
public licensed vehicles. 

Recent'v an effort was made by some 
private ;/rties to introduce the jink- 
ricksha into Manila, which has been 
found such a satisfactory means of 
Street transportation in the Japanese 
and Chinese coast cities. The ricksha 
is a light two-wheeled vehicle capable 
of accommodating one passenger and 
drawn by a coolie. But with the cli- 
matic conditions and the distances in 
Manila against it, it is not believed 
that it will afford any relief to the pres- 
ent congested transportation facilities, 

With an American and European 
population of more than 20,000, and a 
native and Chinese population of up- 
ward of 200,000, living in a city cover- 
ing an area of twenty square miles, it 
will be apparent that there is a broad 
field for the installation ofa suitable 
and adequate street railway system. 
The climatic conditions during the 
greater part of the year are such as 
to render walking dificult and un- 
pleasant. and it is believed that the 
percentage of the population that will 
have recourse to a properly-conducted 
street system of transportation will be 
greater than in the average American 
city. Manila is in a country where 
coolies ride. An Analagous condition 
formerly existed in the City of Mex- 
ico, and the installation of an electric 
tramway system some three or four 
years ago, it is understood, has been 
eminently successful to the investors. 

The route of the proposed system as 
fixed by the Philippine Commission, 
thirty-five miles long, and is so af- 
ranged as to furnish a satisfactory sys- 
tem of transportation from any part. 
of the city to any other part, and, with- 
out passing through any territory 
which would not regularly contribute 
its quota of passengers, takes in two 
race courses and the baseball park. 

The interest of the population, both 
American, European and native, in 
horse racing, due to the fact that many 
forms of recreation resorted to by resi- 
dents of the United States is imprac- 
ticable, is such that meets are held 
during’ one or two days of each week 
practically all the year round, except 
during a short period at the height of 
the rainy season. This traffic in itself, 
it is believed, would contribute much to 
the revenue of the street railway sys- 
tem. 

As to that portion of the franchise 
relative to the furnishing of light, heat 
and power, Col. Edwards states that 
there is at present an electric-light 
company in Manila, which furnishes 
street arc lamps an incandescent 
lamps to the city of Manila, and a 
limited number of incandescent lights 
and power for the propulsion of elec- 
tric fans to private individuals. It is 
understood, however, from persons re- 
turning from Manila that the service 
is inadequate to meet the demands 
upon it. There ts no coal-gas system 
of illuminating, and it ts thought, in 
view of climatic conditions, if fur- 
nished at a permissible rate, electric 
lights would supersede practically all 
acetylene and petroleurn-oil. methods 
of illumination: and, further. that as 
a motive power, it would be found 
more economical to conenmers than the 
present power generated by wood and 
coal, particularly in view of the heavy 
cemands of the shinning for coal.

Rowell, editor of the Fresno Repub- 
lican, was sitting in the diner at din- 
ner with: Frank H. Short.

The French authorities propose to 
save the f.60,000 required annually by 
abolishing the exercise in the useless 
sword. Only officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers carry it, and they de- 
pend chiefly upon the revolver. 

A Parliamentary return shows that 
between Janudry 25. 1901, and Maren 
31, 1902, there were coaveyed to South 
Africa in 360 veasels, 3982 officers, 77.941 
men, 170,229 horses and mules. About 
3 per cent. of the animals, or 5009 in 
all, were lost at sea. 
A summary of enlistments for the 
line of the army for the month of Oc- 
tober. 1902, is as follows: Enlistments 


listments in cities, 1244; enlistments at 
military posts and surrounding tuwnzs 
and in the field, 468; total, 1712. 
A very handy dircetory has been is- 
sued from ts headquarters of the Di-

About $23,000,000 of American money is 
invested in Mexican; agriculture. In 
the City of exico alone it is esti- 
mated that $320,300,000 of American 
money is invested, and the _ total 
amount of American money in the 
country is put, in round figures, at 


,000,000. 
The _Consul-General significantly 


says: 

“The impetus given to Mexico's in- 
dustries by this enormous augmenta- 
tion of the nation’s working capital 
accounts in no small degree for the 
great industrial progress which it has 
made duying the past twenty-five 
years. h Mexico buying 58 per 
cent. of all her imports from the 
United States and selling 80 per cent. 
of all her exports to the United States, 
and with this enormous investment of 
American capital in Mexico, the com- 
mercial bond between the sister repub- 
lics is one that can hardly be broken. 
It is one, too, that is constantly grow- 
ing in strength. The flow of Ameri- 
can capita! into this republic has ap- 
parently only begun. Each year Mex- 
ico buys more from and sells more to 
the United States. The community of 
interest is growing daily, and. cer- 
tainly makes for harmony between the 
two nations.” 

Mr. Barlow's report, in substance is 
as. follows: 


RAILROAD DEVELOPMENT. 


“More American capital is invested 
in the railroads of Mexico than in any 
other single line—about 70 per cent. of 
the total. In this line American cap- 
ital dominates. Al! of the important 
railroads in Mexico (except the Inter- 
oceanic, which runs between this city 
and Vera Crug and was recently ac- 
quired by the Mexican government; the 
Mexican Railway, which also runs be- 
tween this city and Vera Cruz and is 
controlled by English capital; and the 
National Tehuantepec Rallway. which 
is being reconstructed by S. Pearson 
& Son, of London, under contract with 
the Mexican, government) are owned 
by American capital. 

“A large amount of'American capi- 
tal has been invested in the railroads 
of this country within the past two 
years, the Mexican National Railroad 
having passed from British to Ameri-. 
can control and the Mexican Central, 
always American, having acquired 
some short lines which were not owned 
by American caplial., Since the con- 
struction of the Me n Central by 
Americans, some tw y ears ago, 
United States capital has always been 
the strongest factor in Mexican rail- 
roads, and at present it constitutes 
abeut 80 per cent. of the total capital 
Invested in railroads in this country. 
In this, more than anything else, Amer- 
ican capital has contributed to the de- 
velopment of Mexico. It can be truth- 
fully said that Mexico owes most of 
her recent material progress to the 
building of rallroads through her ter- 
ritory. American capital has followed 
the steel rail, and so has other for- 
eign capital, and native capital as well, 


Nothing makes for the development 
of a country so much as “raliroads. 


Mexico and the United States are bound 
together figuratively and literaily by 
bands of siee!. 

The Mexican Central Railroad rep- 
resents the largest single American in- 
terest in Mexico. The amount—$158.- 


invested much in Mexico, however 
much the small investors may have 
paid to the promoters for the privilege 
of holding stock in their companies. 
Legitimate investments in Mexico may 
be expected to pay reasonable returns 
—perhaps a larger percentage of profit 
than the same amount of money could 
earn in the United States—but prom- 
ises of 200 to 500 per cent. profit in five 
or ten years can be set down as ‘fakes 
pure and simple. The speculative bub- 
ble will be pricked one of these days, 
and the small investors in the United 
States will have a lot of prettily-en- 
graved shares of stock and some more 
or less valuable experience to show for 
the money they have invested. 
“Rubber culture in Mexico is 4s yet 
purely in the experimental stage, and 
no reliable statistics or information can 
be given concerning its probability of 
success. Promises of dividends by’ 
companies who propose to engage in 
the rubber-growing business are purely 
speculative theoretical. Other 
American agricultural companies who 
propose to raise various tropical prod- 
ucts may or may not be successful. 
Some are successful, but they are com- 
paratively few. It is safe to advise 
any person not to invest in any enter- 
prise in Mexico without first visiting 
the country personally and thoroughly 
investigating ihe proposition and the 
local conditions. ‘ 
“Another erroneous idea, which 
seems to be quite common among 
Americans resident .in the United 
States, is that Mexico is a good place 
for persons of small means to come to, 
to engage_in agricultural or other pur- 
suits. Iy most case it is not. As in 
the ense of investments on 4a smat!} 
scale in enterprises in Mexico, no per- 
son should decide to come here to iive 
and engage in business without first 
personally visiting the country and 
thoroughly investigating the local con- 
ditions. While not much can be said 
in favor of. the tropical agricultural! 
companies there are a great many le- 


gitimate agricultural enterprises in 
Mexico operated by American capital— 
some very successful—and there is 


doubtless a large field here for con- 
servative investments of American cap- 
ital in this line. 

MANUPACTURING—BANKING. - 

“Manufacturing is an industry in 
which American capital is only begin- 
ning to assume importance, and one in 
which it is likely to figure very prom- 
inently in the next few years. AS a 
whole, the industry is as yet in its in- 
faney here, but with a high protective 
tariff it is a thriving infant, well nour- 
ished by liberal encouragement on the 
part of the Mexican government. A 
number of important: manyfacturing 
enterprises in which. American capital 
is heavily interested are just starting 
or have plants in course of construc- 
tion, as the large iron and steel works 
at Monterey. In the case of manu- 
facturing enterprises, it has been pos- 
sible to estimate very closely the 
amount of capital actually employed, 
as there is necessarily tangible prop- 
erty upon which to base an estimate. 

“Sinaloa, a State without a railroad 
and one rarely heard of in the United 
States, leads the list of Mexican States 
in regard to the amount of American 
capital invested in manufacturing en- 
terprises. Most of this is engaged in 
a few large sugar refineries. The Fed- 
eral district comes next, with a va- 
riety of large and small manufacturing 
enterprises. Nuevo Leon, whose capi- 
tal, Monterey, is one of the principal 
manufacturing centers in the republic, 
comes next, with $2,500,000 of American 
capital invested in her enterprises. 

“American capital is beginning to as- 
sume importance in the banking o! 
Mexico, and this interest is one that is 
growing rapidly. American methods, 
which were unknown here a few years 
ago, have revolutionized banking in this 
country, and placed it on a business 
rather than a social basis. As yet, the 
total amount of American capital in- 
vested in banking in this country--nat- 
urally, mainiy in Mexico City—is rela- 
tively small, but it is a powerful] leaven 
in the loaf, and threatens to become 
the body of it inthe next few years. 
American capital has recently acquired 
considerable interest in three ofxthe 
leading banks of Mexico, namely, the 
London Bank, the Central Bank and the 
International and Mortgage Bank. Two 
trust companies, in which American 
capital is mainly interested, have re- 
cently started in this city. The two 
small American banks which are oper- 
ating here have been thus far very suc- 
cessf@l, and ‘others are now being 
started in oo cities of the repub- 
lic where there are large American in- 
terests. 

OTHER ENTERPRISES. 

“Next after banks, in the order of 
the amount of American capital in- 
vested, come assay offices and chemical 
leboratories, ore buyers, ore testers, 
sme!ters and refineries, all closely allied 
to the mining interdst. All of Mexico's 
large smelters are operated by Ameri- 
can capital. 

“Americans have of late been build- 
ing many electric light, power and gas 
plants, waterworks plants, telephone

the road. The Mexican Nationa! is the 
next strongest, With a capital inves.cd 
of $107,350,000. This entire amount has 
net actually been spent on ihe cen- 
struction and equipment of the road 
up to date, but it will be within the 
next year. 


MINING EXPANSION. 


‘Next in {mportance to the railroads, 
from the standpoigt of American capi- 
tal invested, is the mining industry. 
Since the time of Cortez, mining has 
been the principal source of Mexico's 
wealth. The amount invested by 
Americans in mining in Mexico may be 
stated, in round figures, at $80,900,000. 

“This is a comparatively smali per- 
centage of the total amount of capi- 
tal invested in Mexican mining prop- 
erties. Yet a large amount of this $80,- 
000,000 is invested in up-to-date mining 
machinery, which is competently han- 
dled, and Mexico’s mineral wealth has 
been greatly increased by this Ameri- 
can investment. Mines that were given 
up years .ago, and mines that could 
not be worked at ai¥ on account of the 
low grade of the ores, can now be 
profitably worked by the newer meth- 
ods, for which Mexico is mostly in- 
debted to Americans. The increased 
output of Mexican mines, as well as the 


|} opening up of new mining districts, is 


largely due to Americans, both through 
the improved mining methods and 
through the development of the country 
by railroads huilt by our capital. Thus, 
taken on the whole, American capital 
is a stronger factor in Mexico’s princi- 
pal industry than the amount invested 
indicates om the surface. — 
*“Sonora has the largest amount of 
capital invested in any one State of 
Mexico—$27,800,000. Chihuahua comes 
next, with $21,000,000. The State of 
Durango ranks third in importance, 
with regard to the amount of American 
eapital. invested in its mining indus- 
try, with $6,500,000. Coahuila is next, 
with. an even $6,000,000 of American 
capital invested. 
AGRICULTURAL “FAKES.” 

“Agriculture comes after mining in 
the amount of American capital in- 
vested, with $28,000,000. Estimates un- 
der this heading have been most diffi- 
cult to make. It is certain that many 
of the so-called tropical agricultural! 
cOmpanies have greatly exaggerated 
the amounts of capital actualy in- 
vested by them. The first cost of vwir- 
gin land in the tropics of Mexico is 
very-small—say, 50 cents to $1 per acre 
as a liberal average. 
work is expensive, and some of the 
older companies have no doubt spent 
considerable sums in improving their 
properties; but in a general way, the

‘progress. Many of Mexico's cities have 
/recentiy undertaken or are now plan- 
ning extensive municipal improve- 
and in all of these the Ameri- 
can contractor is a conspicuous figure. 
A large share of the construction ‘work 
| of all kinds, both public and private, 
; now going on throughout the length 
and breadth of this republic is being 
beng by Americans and American cap- 


“American real estate and building 
and loan companies are just getting 
well started here, and they are rap- 
idly changing the old methods of 
transacting this sort of business. 
Mexicans, as well as Americans resi- 
dent here, like the system of buying’ 
homes on the Installment plan, and 
these companies are likely to be suc- 
cessful in their undertakings. 

INVESTMENTS BY STATES. 

“The Federal District, which prac- 
tically means the City of Mexico, is 
credited with $329,800,000 of American 
capital invested: It should be under- 
stood that all of this capital is not in- 
vested in the City of Mexico. Of this 
amount, $281,800,000 is credited to the 
railways, having their main offices in 
this citv. These railroads extend in 
all parts of the republic, but it is im- 
possible to credit to each State and 
Territory its proportionate share of 
the capital g0 invested. Another large 
item is that of niining interests, 
which have their main offices in this 
elty, from which are operated their 
various properties throughout the re- 


public. The same i!s true of other 
large items. 
“The State showing the largest 


amount of American capital invested 
is Coahuila, with $48,700,000: bur of 
this amount, $37,800,000 is credited to 
the Mexican International Railroad, 
which is not confined to the limits of 
that State.

) DISCOVERER OF BIGGEST TURTLE 
IN THE WORLD HERE. 
Monster That Weighs Nearly Half a 
Ton and Was Contemporary of 


Solomon Sold Recently im London by 
San Jose Maa. 


R. H. Beck of San José, at present 

Visiting relatives in Los Angeles, is 
just back from London,—Eng., where 
he went to sell to the son of Baron 
Rothschild the largest Galapagos tor- 
toise ever found in the world. 
‘ The reptilian monster, together with 
many others of his family, was gath- 
ered in on the Galapagos Islands by 
Mr. Beck himseif, who last year took 
the schooner Mary Sachs to the 
southern seas ig search of them. 

This huge land turtle, which cap- 
tures the prize of “the biggest ever,” 
measures about seven feet in dlam- 
eter, and weighs nearly 800 pounds. Its 
awe is estimated at 3000 years! 


this fat, siow, shelled creature might 
tell! A century is a long time, but 
this being of the ages, with thirty 
centuries staring out from its dull, 
unwinking eyes, had \attained a re- 
spectable old age befere Rome was 


born, and the wisdom several hun- 
dred years had accumulated in its 
smal; brain before Komulus and 


kemus were nursed by the wolf on the 
banks of the Tiber. 

The age of a torioise is something 
that modern science is able tu com- 
pute with exactness. The species ig 
hatched from a smal] egg, and when 
in babyhood his turtleship might 
easily be held in the palm of one's 
hand. Observation has taught students 
that growth is at the rate of one inch 
in thirty-five years. With this as a 
basis, further computation is only a 
matter of feet and inches. All of the 
Galapagos tortoises attain great age, 
unless their lengthy career is cut off 
by the untimely club of some hungry 
native. 

In thé bunch that Mr. Beck has just 
Placed in Rothschild’s English mu- 
seum, were fifty-nine of the big fel- 
low’s companions, some of them alive 
and some dead, but all available for 
purposes of scientific research, Four 
British freight cars, or “vans,” were 
required to haul tpem from the sea- 
coast to the capital. 

Another of the objects of Naturalist 
Beck's trip to the equator was a search 
for buried treasure. An offictal of 
the Ecuadorean government, which 
owns the Galapagos Islands, had been 


Sent on a pay crip. with moré 
than $300,000 in gold in hig care. On 
his way through a desolate part of the 


country, he and his whole trai 
waylaid, robbed and murdered, the 
treasure being “cached” by the thieves 
in a remote spot. Béck, through a 
friend, heard the story, ana got the 
exact location of the hidden wealth 
When arrived at the plate he 
found only a large empty hole in the 
ground to reward him for his toil. He 
not the only man who had 
next.”’ 

Mr. Beck, with his party of ej 
did considerable bird collecting 
last trip. Many rare specimens are ac- 
credited to him in the museums of this 
country, and two of the turtles which 
he brought back are of a species un- 
known to the most expert students of 
animal life. As is usual, in snake and 
fish. stoxies, the biggest one got away. 

Mr. Beck, when interviewed last 
evening at the residence of N. Ww 
Stowell, of No. 144 South Grand ave- 
nue, said to a Times’ reporter: “We 
had one, the largest of all, on a huge 
car, that we constructed, ready for 
transportation down to the shore. On 
leaving it out over night it 
peared, carrying car and all 
It Was the strangest specimen 
ever seen, for on Its back were 
scratched several characters in n 
strange language, which © student in 
the party said were Hebrew. On be. 
ing translated. the ineeription was 
found to be the autograph of Mo«es 
Probably scrawled there by this noted 
personage early in the dawn of hia- 
tory.” It is, indeed, too bad that this 
phenomenon worked loose. 

Mr. Beck will probably start for the 
United States of Colombla tn a few 
months, on another collectine tour 
this time for scarce birds. He in. 
tends to leave Los Angeles in a few 
days on a bear hunt.

Among the many leaders who gained 
distinction on the Bvuer side in the late 
South African War, Benjamin J. Vil- 
joen—who pronounces his name “Fil- 
june’’—has one of the highest reputa- 
tions for personal bravery, as well as

a man of well-knit, athletic figure, 
with brown mustache and imperial, a 
pleasant smile and.a glance that looks 
you straight in the eye. He is a mod- 
est man in his conversation about his 
own exploits. At the battle of the 
Tugela he recaptured single handed a 
Maxim gun the British had seized and 
removed. Dashing up 
Gen. Viljoen drove the team of artillery 
horses for a distance of fifteen hundred 
yards, over rocks and gullies that a 
man would hesitate to cross on foot, 
and brought the gun to a place of 
safety in spite of the hail of bullets 
through which he had to pass. It is 
said that the only comment he can be 
persuaded to make on this feat is: “I 
had to come away, if | wasn't te be 
shot, and it was just as easy to bring 
the gun with me.” He comes of 
French and Dutch ancestry, and his 
family name was originally Villon. 
His father, Wynand’ Viljoen, was one 
of the earliest settlers in the Tembu- 
land district, and young Ben was born 
in a mountain cave before which the 
family wagon had béen drawn up. He 
was 2 years oid before he lived in a 
house. When he was 15 he served in 
one of the native wars, and later he 
journeyed to ~the Transvaal. At 
Johannesburg business was ad, and, 
in cOmpany with many others, he 
“went broke.” or a time he served 
on the Krugersdorp police force, and 
then he went into journalism, where 
he made a name for himself by his 
fearless attacks upon President Kru- 
ger’'s policy. He established two 
papers at Krugersdorp, but left them 
to fight for his country against Eng- 
land.—{New York Tribune.
